ministration's economic program. 


Blame Policies 


The Republicans declared that by

the Republican report, bi-partisan 
criticism came to the surface in the

Some members called this section— 
providing for federal loans to pub' 
lie agencies already in debt up to 
the legal limits—an attempt to in- 
veigle states and municipalities into 
breaking their own debt laws. 


Bacon described the lending pro- 


visional "unmoral." Representative 
Umstead (D-N. C.). opposing the 
provision during committee consid- 
eration, declaring he did not think 
the federal government "ought to 
tempt local officials to avoid and 
evade existing statutes in order to 
secure public works projects." 


Would Limit Grant* 


In asking for administration of 


relief by a federal bi-partisan board 
aided by local bi-partisan boards, 
the Republican minority report sug- 
gested federal grants be limited to 
80 per cent of each state's relief. 


"Political exploitation of relief 


workers," the report asserted, "is a 
demoralizing national scandal" un- 
der the prevailing administrative 
setup. 


The relief system, it added, is op- 


erated in many states and cities as 
"an adjunct of the local New Deal 
political organization. 


At another point the Republicans 


declared that "fluctuations in the 
relief rolls are determined, not by 
actual need as reflected in the 
movement of general business, but 
by political considerations related to 
the incidence of general elections."

rency; and a prohibition against the 
use of any federal relief 
funds 


which would put public agencies in 
competition with private business.

A gun fight at the presidential

No 
disgruntled Socialists or Commun- 
ists need apply. 


Senator Bob LaFollette 
and his 


brother, Governor Phil, co-founders 
of the party,-are practical politi- 
cians; they know the radical stamp 
is no good foe all-around vote get- 
ting anywhere in the United States. 


Then ask Young Bob why the 


baby party was launched at this 
particular time, and you'll get a 
lot 
of interesting 
reasons 
that 


haven't yet appeared on the record. 


"Fact is." explains Young Bob se- 


riously, "a real American liberal is 
not getting a' square deal from 
either of the major political parties 
right now. The conservative wings 
of both the Democratic and Repub- 
lican parties are playing hob with 
President 
Roosevelt's progressive 


1936 
platform. The 
Democratic 


party in particular is divided, and 
the program the party pledged itself 
to carry out is in danger." 


Conservative 'Sabotage' 


Young Bob tells you he thinks a 


majority of voters in this country 
approved the Roosevelt 1936 plat- 
form when they reelected the New 
Deal president. He believes the 
conservatives are sabotaging that 
program 
the same 
conservatives 


who pledged themselves to carry it 
out. 


"We are assuming." he goes on, 


"that the majority still wants a lib- 
eral, progressive program and they 
want it as soon as they can get it. 
We simply are offering them the 
opportunity to get the job done. 


"Only the broadest outline of a 


platform has been presented. De- 
tails, candidates—all of that comes 
later, depending on the support we 
get. Principles we have stated. The 
program itself 
must come to us 


from the people who want this 
party." 


Up to Voters 


Young Bob takes off his horn- 


rimmed glasses. He looks for all 
the world like a business man dis- 
cussing a sales campaign—not at all 
like a spell-binder trying to work 
up the emotions of voters. 


"The demand lor this party is 


right here," he says, waving his 
hand toward the senate. "It has been 
growing for a long time. Why, in 
my 13 years on Capitol Hill, I have 
seen one single strictly party vote. 
Ask any Congressman what his pol- 
itics is, he won't tell you he's a 
Democrat 9r a Republican, he'll tell 
you what .kind of a Democrat or 
Republican he is. When parties get 
that way, they are no longer hang- 
ing together., 


"But you can't expect a new po- 


litical party to grow like Topsy. 
Somebody must express the princi- 
ples. Somebody has to write a gen- 
eral outline. We have'only made a 
beginning. We have no specific cam- 
paign in mind. We don't have our 
eyes glued on 1938, '40 or even '44. 
We are not hooked up to any time 
schedule.

gressives who supported Roosevelt 
in 1936 are still for Roosevelt.

party would like to run Roosevelt 
for president in 1940—if he wants to 
take the chance. But Young Bob 
won't talk names and dates. He is 
appealing to a broad band of voters 
and he does not want to give any 
liberal a reason not to look into the 
new party plans. 


This movement really is the third 


appearance of a progressive party 
that began stirring the sod back in 
1910, when such Republicans as old 
Fighting Bob La Follette, George 
Norris, William E. Borah and Hiram 
Johnson were throwing 
political 


monkey wrenches into their own 
party's machinery. 


In those days. Theodore Roose- 


velt, for one, and Woodrow Wilson, 
for another, saw the ideals of these 
men making an impression 
on a 


broad section of the nation's voters. 


Roosevelt warned the • Republic- 


ans, and Wilson warned the Demo- 
crats. Roosevelt was willing to lead 
the Republicans into progressive 
channels, and Wilson was a candi- 
date for-president under the ban- 
ners of the "new freedom." 


The Democrats heeded Wilson 


but the Republicans rejected Roo- 
sevelt, so he ran as the head of the 
Progressive party 
ticket. Wilson 


won, and the combined vote of the 
two "progressive" candidates—Wil- 
son and Roosevelt—was more than 
7,000,000 ahead of the regular Re- 
publican Taft. 


Then came the war and its after- 


math of confusing economic ups and 
downs. It was not until 1924 that 
the genuine progressive movement 
put in -its second appearance. This 
time, old Fighting Bob scorned the 
two major parties, and carried the 
banner alone. He polled 5,000.000 
votes—a mere drop in the bucket. 


In 1938 political confusion comes 


again. The American Labor party 
has real strength in New York 
state. Straw polls indicate Roose- 
velt popularity falling off slightly in 
the Far West and South. And here 
comes that same old 
progressive 


movement poking its head above 
the surface, headed by the sons of 
old Fighting Bob. 


It looks as though the progres- 


sive movement is a perennial—and 
a hardy perennial at that.

WHEN THE FRANC TUMBLES 


It should be a matter of great sorrow in 


America that the people generally do not 
comprehend the vast results when a na- 
tion's standard of money is devalued. 


The franc which was worth 5 to the 


dollar, is now 35, and that to a dollar that 
has been decreased 40 per cent in intrin- 
sic value. 
Such devaluation is an im- 


mense capital tax. 


Thus, over a period of 20 years every 


savings account in France, every insur- 
ance policy, every investment such as 
bonds that draw a fixed interest rate, have 
all actually been taken over by the gov- 
ernment to the tune of over 80 per cent 
of their value. 


Some of this was necessary. A large 


part of it is directly attributable to broken 
promises upon the part of leaders, the vio- 
lation of their written and oft repeated 
pacts with the people, promises made to 
obtain office, and that were broken short- 
ly after they were elected. 


During the war France borrowed bil- 


lions of francs from its own people. They 
were 2C-cent francs. 
The French worker 


who received 6 or 7 of them for a day's 
labor counted himself well off. Patriotic- 
ally he may have invested some of them 
in government bonds. But when the gov- 
ernment came to pay the bonds it found 
the load so heavy it devalued the franc and 
paid the people back in 7 and 8 cent 
francs, around H or 15 to the dollar, francs 
that wouldn't buy as many potatoes or 
potroasts. 


That heavy capital tax was probably 


warranted since the French debt may have 
been found too burdensome for the nation 
to meet. 


But what about the devaluation since? 


And what about this latest devaluation in 


' spite of Socialist promises when M. Blum 


became premier that there positively 
would be no devaluation? 
Democracies 


better keep their own skirts clean or quit 
talldng about the unreliability of dictator's 
agreements. 


When Japan violated the Kellogg-Bri- 


and pact, her solemn and plainly written 
promise, she was no more violent in dis- 
regarding her honor than alleged states- 
men who cannot even carry out their sim- 
ple agreements with their own people. 


France, very much like America,- is 


struggling to carry the-load of a moral j 


as well as a financial depression, a lack 
of backbone and high honor in leaders, a 
willingness to promise anything today if 
the promise will obtain results, and break 
that promise with the nonchalance of a 
prohibition era booze seller concerning the 
purity of his wares if that seems the easier 
wav out. 


A WAY OUT FOR MEXICO 


South of California is a state belong- 


ing to Mexico. 
We call it Lower Cali- 


fornia. 


It is 760 miles long, farther than from 


Appleton to Kansas City. It supports only 
about 60,000 people, and most of them in 
about as primitive a manner as their an- 
cestors may have known before Cortez 
took the country 


Of course agriculture is the principal 


industry. Fishing snd mining come sec- 
ond and third. Most of the trade is in the 
hands of Chinese who patter along as they 
might were they 
500 miles 
west of 


Shanghai. 


Just north of the boundary the acres 


are covered with fruit groves, with bust- 
ling little cities and happy, smiling vil- 
lages. But as soon as one comes to the • 
border he is almost shocked at the sudden- < 
ness of the change for south of the border 
there seems to be no ambition, no energy, 
no intelligence and no confidence. Directly 
north of the border the homes are those 
that we know all about us in our own 
Wisconsin cities. 
South of the border 


they hardly merit the term shack. They 
are shambling and unpainted. If part of 
the front steps fell in twenty years ago no 
one ever aroused enough gumption to fix 
it up. Windows are broken and naked 
youngsters play in the dirt. 


Mexico has taken over American as 


well as British oil wells. She concedes the 
necessity of paying for them. But those 
familiar with the country and its ways 
say that it is virtually impossible for that 
nation to even raise enough to make a 5 
per cent down payment. 


It might be a wise thing for Mexico, 


and a glorious thing for Lower California 
and the future of the entire continent, for 
America to buy Lower California, thus 
providing sufficient funds for Mexico to 
pay whatever may be found to be the rea- 
sonable value of the oil wells. 


Wouldn't everyone be the gainer? Un- 


less something of this sort is done, assur- 
edly Mexico will sink back under the 
waves of anarchy for no nation ever took 
up expropriation or otherwise confiscated 
property right and left, without making 
for itself an ulcer that in time spread to 
its very vitals.

BY ELY CULBERTSON 


(On Monday I began the descrip- 


tion of the Culbertson system for 
five-suit bridge. This is a continua- 
tion.) 


No trump bids and no trump fin- 


al contracts: No trump contracts 
are relatively undesirable at five- 
suit bridge, because the value of 
the widow card is much greater (1J 
to 3 tricks) at suit contracts. Thus, 
even a fourteen trick minor suit 
game and small slam is often easi- 
er to fulfill than a mere 
eleven 


trick three no. trump 
contract. 


There will, however, be some occa- 
sions when no trump is the best 
game bid. To determine trick ex- 
pectancy at no trump, use the fol- 
lowing: 


The Culbertson rule of ten (for 


no trump contracts only): 
Count 


the honor tricks in the combined 
hands. To this total add 50 per cent 
(one-half), then add one trick for 
each card of a suit in excess of four 
cards. Illustration: 6 honor tricks 
in combined hands and one five 
card suit; 6 plus 3 (one-half of to- 
tal) plus 1 (long card) equals ten 
tricks (one short of game).

20 per cent, and the average cut 
being imposed on the cotton farm- 
er is about 40 per cent.

with those mysterious messengers, claiming White 
House authority, who lobbied for the reorganization 
bill and for other administration measures. 


•First of all on that list it should summon Jimmy 


Roosevelt, who was reported to have given private 
assurance to certain interests that they need not fear 
that the bill, if passed, would be applied to their 
detriment And. inasmuch as the president himself 
specifically authorized the examination of the income 
tax returns of witnesses brought before the commit- 
tee. Jimmy's own returns, particularly those for the 
period between his father's election and his own in- 
duction into an influential office in the White House, 
should be examined and broken down.
